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O$ST-mortem penitence, like a pot-fotum tas, preſerves a 

degree of eſtimation, which, ſerves to recommend it, and ho more. 
It preſents us With a paltry piece of buſineſs, where the meaneſt/ Cavillers 
are in the ſecret, Men note it down as a convenient novelty, afraid to 
cenſure, aſhamed of praiſing it. The Knowing - ones will call/ it rudeneſs, 
the ſimpler Wits perhaps may chriſten it preſumption in mie to advance, 
that in the liſt of my Admirers, I ſhall detect the greater part attached 
more warmly to the brute than to the moraliſt. Why then (for I muſt 
give their due to Plaintiff and Defendant) that ſtrangely- tortured vague 
exordium, which prefaces the tell-tale myſtery ?—And now for the alterna« 
tive,—Recant, or vindicate. My enemies, perhaps, (for a man's coffin 
does not ſhut out malice), will, with the aid of whiſpers, ſarcaſms, or a detail 
of. ill authenticated facts, attempt to reprobate the notion, that I com- 
municate the ſecrets of my hiſtory from principle. Leſt they ſhould ſo 
far miſguide the world, as to eſtabliſh a ſuſpicion, that throughout the 
courſe of the ſucceeding pages, there may be traced à vein of infamous

Expectation wilt Have preſerved a decent 
tonging;/ 1 dure vouch ; Impatience, actintz the lefs modeſt purt, muy have 
werdeuped the boundary, eager to ſativfy the inc fingtiom bf partaking in 
my van, or my aten grab yet ttuſt mt, Fellow Travellers, the 
purpoſe of your hurry will be diftppointed—it has nothing of the fudl- 
cou or the entravugant— nothing to raiſe your laughter or amazement— 
it is purely philoſophical, and might as well be clean forgotten in the next 
edition. To prove the truth of my remark, let me prevail on the indul- 
gent reader to bid his ſmartneſs and vivacity withdraw, till this dull arti- 
ele of my narration be concluded. Whence inſtin in Brutes, whence 
Aeeptibilicy of change in matter, has been a ſubject, where the data are
